Walter Winchell, whose Daily 
Mirror column syndicated by 
King Features, usually is jammed 
with asterisks and “inside inform- 
ation” on every subject imagin- 
able, today devoted about 1,000 
words to tell United States read- 


ers the contribution Canada is 
making to the war. 
Under the heading “Things I} 


never knew ’til now of Canada’s war 
effort.” Winchell reviewed in terse 
sentences everything from growth! 
of the Dominion’s fighting forces to 
development of an anti-seasickness 
pill. In addition, Canada has “de- 
veloped a new secret explosive for 
the invasion—the most powerful in 
the world.” 


NOT “COLD STATISTICS” 


Winchell didn’t load his column 
with cold statistics, though he occa- | 
sionally mentioned comparative | 
percentages of this and that He | 
described Canada as “the only one 
of America's allies which has not 
used lease-lend help,” and went on | 
to predict that “when the smoke of | 
war clears, Canada will emerge as | 
one of the very great powers of | 
the world... . Canada and Alaska 
are the air crossroads for Europe 
and Asia.” 

The columnist touched the pro- 
duction front, the fighting forces, 
the home economic front and had 
a word also for “the Canadian 
foreign office” which he called “a

BERNE, March 7.—Germany’s 
much-heralded secret weapon is a 
stratosphere plane capable of 
travelling at enormous speed at 
an altitude of 46,000 feet, the 
Geneva newspaper La Suisse said 
today in a dispatch datelined from 
the German frontier. 

The newspaper said the new 
plane is capable of dive-bombing 
from 46,000 feet to an altitude 
of 19,500 feet, dropping various 
types of bombs, one of which con- 
tains a special gas which bursts 
into flames upon hitting a target 
with “effects far deadlier than 
those of R.A.F. incendiaries.”

This bill's explanatory note says

A third bill, amending the Al- 
berta Forest Reserve Act, was 
introduced Monday by Hon. N. 
E. Tanner, minister of lands and 
mines. It will provide more con- 
trol over persons who travel in 
forest reserves, with a particular 
view to cut down fire hazards. 

It is provided in one section that 
the minister may at times of ex- 
treme fire hazards prohibit any 
person from travelling in a forest 
reserve, whether or not he has a 
permit or has registered as is pro- 
vided in the amendment. 


SOME EXCEPTIONS 


Without this permit or without 
registration, persons are to be pro- 
hibited from travelling, camping, or 
being in a forest reserve. Certain 
exceptions are provided to this 
regulation.

Employers Must 
Check on Status 
Of Male Workers

tailed instructions to employers 
in the method to be followed in 
making a check of all male em- 
ployees to determine whether 
they have complied with military 
call-up regulations now are being 
circulated, selective service of- | 
ficials said yesterday. 


Under an order issued by Labor 
Minister Mitchell every person, cor- 
poration or government agency | 
with one or more male employees | 
is required to check their status 
under the call-up and report to the | 
district mobilization registrar by | 
May 1 on any who fail to produce | 
satisfactory proof that they have} 
met call-up requirements. 
PRESENT AGE GROUPS 

Present age groups subject to 
compulsory service include all men 
born in the years 1913 to 1925, pro- 
viding they have reached the age 
of 18 years and six months, and un- 
married men born in the years 1906 
to 1925. Marriages must have taken 
place on or before July 15, 1940, to 
affect the status. 

Persons within these groups are 
required to produce to their em- 
ployer documentary proof that 
they have complied with the 
regulations by showing rejection 
or discharge papers or postpone- 
ment certificate. 

Instructions are that the em- 
ployer or his representative is to 
examine actual documents and not 
accept the employee's word that he 
possesses a document. In cases 
where there is any doubt as to the 
man's status he is to be required to 
produce a birth certificate or mar- ; 
riage certificate. 

REPORT DOUBTFUL CASES 

Reports to the district registrar 
are required only on men who ap- 
pear to have failed to meet. the 
regulations and special forms are 
provided for this purpose. 

Employers who fail to carry out 
the regulations are liable on con- 
viction to a fine of from $25 to | 
$1,000, or imprisonment not exceed- 
ing two years, or both fine and im- | 
prisonment.

The 
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Beautification 


Whatever plans the Canadian National 
Railways, the City Council and the Town 
Planning Board are considering or are to 
consider with regard to the area adjac- 
ent to the Macdonald hotel, it should be un- 
derstood that the principle of beautifics- 
tion should underly every such project. 

And while the widening of roadways 
and other items of property development 
are essential and timely, the creation of 
beauty spots is by far the most urgent ne- 
cessity. That is why it is to be hoped that 
the proposal for a park or a beautified 
open square north of the hotel will not be 
lost sight of, whatever other improvements 
are planned. 

According to reliable information, the 
Macdonald Hotel is to be extended east- 
ward, after the war, with the addition of 
one hundred rooms. This will make the 
Macdonald one of the finest hotel struc- 
tures in Canada. A small open park to the 
north of the enlarged hotel building would 
set it off admirably, just as a suitable 
frame is complementary and essential to a 
picture. 

The utilitarian aspect of town planning 
is, of course, highly essential. But while 
Edmonton has ample space for utilitarian 
development, it has only one river and the 
banks of that river lend themselves more 
freely to beautification than almost any 
other civic area in Canada. 

In pursuance of this principle, what 
would be more logical than for the C.N.R. 
to take over the site of the burned Blowey- 
Henry warehouse and incorporate it into 
the development plan? 

It is too easy for commercial structures 
to intrude themselves on river areas. And 
the final result is usually squalor. It would 
be very simple to allow Edmonton’s water- 
way to become an eyesore instead of plan- 
ning now to make it one of the most lovely 
river areas in Canada—as can be done. 

Surely the city and the C.N.R., bearing 
the idea ot beautification in mind, can 
reach a fair agreement to the mutual ad- 
vantage of everyone and particularly of the 
city as a whole. % 


Selling Policies Needed 


Hon, J. G. Gardiner told parliament that 
if beef production in Canada is to continue 
on the present scale we shall need markets 
for about 300,000 head of cattle annually in 
post-war times. It should not have been 
necsesary to remind the members of so ob- 
vious a fact, but seemingly it is. The no- 
tion appears to prevail somewhat widely 
in the House of Commons that post-war 
spending can be planned on an assured con- 
tinuance of wartime production, 

Everybody would be delighted if that 
were so, but it is not so. The end of pro- 
duction is consumption, and the scale of 
production must and does adjust itself to 
the demand for the products. What is true 
in the case of beef cattle is true of every 
other class of farm products, industrial 
products, and all other kinds of products. 
In the long run people can only produce 
what they can consume and sell. 

It is up to parliament to devise and pro- 
mote in advance trade policies which will 
find buyers of Canadian goods in every 
country where there is a prospect of sell- 
ing these in after-war itmes, For four 
years there have been markets without 
limits for industrial products and many 
classes of farm supplies. That favoring 
condition will come to an end when peace 
returns. The time to make plans to meet 
this drastic change in the marketing situa- 
tion is now.

Another Round-Up 


The lull on the southern sector has 
been suddenly broken -by a Russian drive 
through southern Poland toward Rumania. 
Berlin agrees that it is on a large scale, 
and does not challenge Moscow's claim 
that it is making fast headway. Should it 
succeed, the Nazi forces in the Ukraine 
will be cut off, without communication 
lines or a line of retreat save into Rumania. 

These forces are said to be at least 
500,000 strong. They are the remnants of 
armies twice that size which a few months 
ago were battling to hold the lower 
Dnieper and the iron and manganese mines 
around Krivoi Rog and Nikopol. The rest 
have been “liquidated”. 

In the south, as in the north, the Hitler 
generals have been hanging on at heavy 
cost, hoping that the spring thaw would 
bog down Red Army offensive operations, 
Unless the endangered Nazis can make a 
quick get-away the thaw may also bog 
them down in the mud of the western 
Ukraine, with a cordon of Russian troops 
to the east, north and west. 

The Russians are evidently making the 
best of the remaining winter weather in 
their attempt to thrust across the rear 
of the enemy positions. Should they suc- 
ceed, the Cherkassy “pocket” may be 
repeated on a larger scale in the trap on 
the Bug river.

Temporary Only 


Here and there in Canada there is un- 
employment. That is inevitable where 
projects are brought to completion, whore 
munitions plants are closed or have to be 
diverted to other lines of production, where 
winter created an abnormal seasonal de- 
mand for labor. Men who lose their jobs 
for any of these reasons cannot always be 
fitted into new jobs without delay. Some- 


times they must travel to other parts of 
the country to find work for which they 
are adapted or which they prefer. A meas- 
ure of unemployment cannot be avoided in 
such circumstances, 

But the country over there are more 
jobs than men available to fill them. The 
proof is that thousands of women who 
would rather be at home attending to their 
families are still needed in industrial and 
commercial establishments; and thousands 
of boys and girls who should be in school 
are working at the cost of postponing their 
studies, 

This is the time of year when employ- 
ment in Canada is normally at low ebb. 
With the coming of spring there will be a 
demand for farm labor in volume greater 
than the visible supply, building operations 
will speed up, all sorts of outside occupa- 
tions will be calling for men. 

There is nothing alarming therefore in 
the fact that in some localities men are 
temporarily out of work. They need be un- 
employed no longer than it takes to shift 
them to places where the demand exceeds 
the supply. And the outlook is that every 
man who is able and willing to work will 
have steady employment throughout the 
summer.

Violent Opposition Shown 
To View of Protesting 
Bishops

LONDON.—The Bishop of Chi- 

chester, in condemning the bomb- 
ing of civilians in the house of 
lords, ran full-tilt into the most vio- 
lent and aroused passions in this 
island. But he ran also head-on into 
the very rational and well thought 
arguments which are the real basis 
of the continued assaults by bomb- 
er command upon the industrial 
hearts of Germany. To deal with 
the former argument first: It is use- 
less to expect the people of this 
island ever to uvbject to the bomb- 
ing of Germany.

You might think to read some 
of the pipe dreams that we will all 
be living in houses that can be 
cleaned inside and out by turning 
the garden hose on them, or that 
a process will be forhtcoming that 
will be equally as simple. 

Experts are already cautioning 
us that the post-war house will 
function better of course than the 
old time house, but that it won't 
be so revolutionary that we will 
all feel strange and lost in it. For 
one thing, most people are not go- 


ing to want the clinical effects 
some predictions would have us 
anticipate. Bathrooms and kitch- 


ens, yes, but living rooms need a 
certain graciousness, a little 
warmth and that special friendli- 
ness that curving lines seem to 
bring. 


Livable Home 


Even the men returning from the 
wars aren't going to want to live 
with the slick precision they have 
found so efficient in war times. 
Most of them indicate that they 
want home to be home-like when 
they get back. 

Then there are the great expec- 
tations as to new materials ,and 
new inventions that have been 
talked*about so much. Here is what 
a leading speaker, Dr. Frank B. 
Jewett at the New York University 
Institute on Post-War Reconstruc- 
tion had to say about those:

Dr. Jewett stated that although 
the war has resulted in many new 
inventions, the “conditions which 
are mandatory for general scienti- 
fic progress” have disappeared and 
that only a very few technical dis- 
coveries since the war, such as 
radar and penicillin, will have 
peacetime uses. 


All that corroborates the fact 
ideas for postwar homes are a 
pleasantly livable repertoire of 


rooms with the accent on living 
rather than on mechanical tricks, 


Dining Room 

And the importance of dining 
rooms in recent exhibitions should 
give pause to those who have glibly 
waved the dining room out of ex- 
istence. Chances are that as long 
as families of children continue to 
grow up in Canadian homes the 
dining room will have a very im- 
portant place in our way of living. 

The household without a dining 
room is all right for those who live 
alone and like it, for a careering 
couple, or for families who can’t 
afford more than the barest neces- 
Sities of life, But a separate dining 
room in a fair-sized family is not 
only a convenience and a pleasure 
but is almost a necessity. 

Many who have blithely approv- 
ed of homes without dining rooms 
for average families have iivt actu- 
ally had the expenience of manag- 
ing a family without one. 

The advantages of a dining room

“T lost my right hand by picking 
up a German ‘egg’ grenade I saw 
lying on the ground, with its pin 
apparently in. Feeling confident 
that it was, I went right ahead and 
picked it up. It hadn't occurred to 
{me that a fine piano wire might 
lead from the other end of the 
grenade to a stake sunk into the 
ground directly underneath so that 
when I picked it up the pull on 
|the wire would set the grenade off. 
“Something much worse hap- 
|pened to a British squad leader. 
The squud came across a nice Ger- 
|man Luger (semi-automatic pistol) 
lying on the ground, just waiting

while I show you a safe way of 
testing it.’ He tied a cord carefully 
j;to the trigger guard and carried 
the other end of the string over to 
a foxhole, which was about 15 or 20 
feet away.

‘I’ll crouch 
in the foxhole and draw the cord

We know how these 
publicly-owned cartels now oper- 
ate. The Liquor Control Boards of 
the provinces are cartels. They 
try to wring the maximum pos- 
sible profit from the buyers of 
liquor. In short they levy a heavy 
and hidden tax upon the consum- 
ers. The effect of this tax is to 
increase the liquor consumers’ cost 
of living. 

Or there are the various provin- 


cial Milk Boards. They exist to 
regiment and regulate. Their em- 
phasis is not to drive the least 


productive herds out of the milk 
business and thus reduce produc- 
tion costs and increase production, 
Their emphasis is upon increasing 
prices. They raise milk prices and 
depress the standard of living of 
people who buy milk. They seek 
not to provide better service for 
milk consumers at lower prices 
but to enforce poorer service at 
higher prices.

In this sort of economy, no em- 
phasis is placed upon efficient 
production and distribution. There 
is no drive for lower production 
costs, no drive for better service, 
better commodities or lower 
prices. There is everywhere an 
irresistible force which pushes 
prices upward, 

Under such a system there can 
be no test of efficiency, The public 
takes what is offered at whatever 
price is set. Competition between 
producers and distributors would 
provide a test of efficiency of 
operation but competition is ana- 
thema to the C.C.F, 


Under the C.C.F, the consuming 


public will be completely at the 
mercy of the cartel system, In- 
Stead of direct taxation which 


everyone pays and knows he pays, 
there will be a system of indirect 
taxation with which millions, per- 
haps billions will be raised. The 
people will pay these taxes. They 
will pay more for everything they 
buy. There will be no escape. 

In the end this will mean a sub- 
Stantial reduction in the standard 
of living of the people. It will set 
the diverse elements in society at 
each other's throats, That surely 
happened in Russia where the 
C.C.F, system was tried and large- 
ly abandoned, 

Instead of a proliferation of 
cartels under the C.C.F., we con- 
tend that what is required is a 
destruction of cartels. If this can 
be achieved, the Canadian stand- 
ard of living will rise higher than 
ever before, The fruits of this 
marvelous age of the machine will 
be made available to more people 
at lower prices than ever before. 
Competition between manufactur- 
ers will get our costs down, it will 


provide better goods for farmers 
and workers alike and at lower 
prices, 


The drive of competition will 
produce new goods of an almost 
infinite variety. The consumers 


| will be able to choose the type of

When the Fish Dealers’ Act, | 
which is to permit closer govern- 
ment surveillance of wholesale

OBJECTION RAISED 

Raising objection to this regula- | 
tion, A. V. Bourcier (S.C.-Lae Ste.

By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 
mother is familiar 
with a thermometer and 
how to read it. Those who aren't 
look upon them as mysterious ob- 
jects the special property of doc- 
tors and nurses. 

A good thermometer in a stout 
holder (they break so easily) should 
be part of the equipment of every 
bathroom cabinet. No mother, es- 
pecially a frightened mother, can 
possibly depend upon “feeling” the 
child's forehead in order to deter- 
mine the height of his tempera- 
ture. Sometimes the cold hands 
and feet fool her into thinking his 
fever couldn't be very high 

Wipe the thermometer with a 
piece of cotton dampened with 
alcohol. Shake it down, with a 
brisk flip of the wrist until the 
mercury is below the mark sig- 
nifying “normal” temperature.

To do this, twirl the thermo- 
meter in the fingers until the red 
or silver line of the mercury can 
be seen plainly. The long marks 
on the glass indicate the even 
numbers 98-99-100—and so on up. 
The tiny black marks between 
indicate a fifth of the distance 
between the long marks. So that 
by reading the nearest long black 
line and adding each one of the 
small darts one may say accurate- 
ly that the child has a fever of 
101 and four-fifths degrees—or 
whatever it may be. 

This is not at all difficult once 
one has acquired the knack of find- 
ing the end of the silver (or it may 
be red) line and relating it to the 
numbers above. 

When the reading has been care- 
fully taken, one may decide if it is 
high enough to justify the doctor's 
presence. At any rate it is a help 
to both mother and doctor to know 
the degree of temperature. His 
evaluation of the child’s illness is 
partially based on that. 

As the rectal temperature is con- 
sidered to be one degree higher 
than when taken by mouth, it is 
well to specify this when talking 
to the doctor, Tell him the tem- 
perature as it has been read and 
then whether it was taken by mouth 
or rectum. 

Whether the doctor is called or 
not any degree of fever indicates 
the child should be put to bed 
until the temperature has been 
normal for at least 24 hours.

“If no changes had been made 
in the sources of revenue and in 
the nature of services provided, the 
budget would show a progressive 
increase in both revenue and ex- 
penditures, as long as the province

BASED ON MINIMUM 

In regard to criticism of special 
warrents, the House was told that 
the budget is based on minimum 
expenditures for necessary servic- 
es. These are then expanded, if 
revenue comes in in a larger vol- 
ume that was anticipated.

1f an equal amount is to be 
spent next year, after deducting 
from any possible surplus re- 
venues the $2,000,000 already 
added into estimated receipts, an 
amount of $4,460,063 would be 
accounted for, a figure which is 
approximately equal to last year’s 
surplus, 

Regarding the post-war outlook, 
Mr. Manning said he could not 
share in optimism for the post-war 
period, if the present bottleneck 
of finance is to be preserved. 


RECESSION OF REVENUES 

There is more likely to be a re- 
cession of revenues, and increased 
demands for public services after 
the war. 

“1 have called attention to these 
facts to dispose of any mistaken 
ideas that Alberta has or will 
have in the next few years a lot 
of surplus money to spend, and 
therefore is in a position to pay 
whatever the bondholders choose 
to ask,” Mr. Manning went on.
